BROWN ON MORMONISN. 


HE OPPOSES THE PASSAGE OFTHE 
CULLOM BILL, . 


The Edmunds Bill and Later Efforts in the Samo 
Direction Denounced as Unconstitutional— 
The Law Must Obey the Constitution— 
ther Gossip at the Capital. 


VasuIneton, January 11.—One of the 
closest constitutional arguments delivered in 
the senate in many a day was made by Sena- 
tor Brown to-day against the bill by Senators 
Cullom to abolish the territorial governnient 
in Utah, and to appoint commissioners, Mr, 
Brown admitted the evils of Mormonism, 
but argued that the proposed remedy violated 
the constitution in several important poinis 
The Edmunds bill, passed two year: 
ago on the same line, and now in 
operation, was shown to be 
subversive of the rights hitberto 
guaranteed the territories, and such as any 
inhabitant of this republic has the right to 
ask. The Edmunds bill was contrary to the 


established system of allowing a republican 
form of government in all the territories. 
The only instances claimed asa precedent for 
its provisions are those of Louisiana and 
Fior:da, but there is no analogy, for in each 
of these the United States purchased the ter- 
ritory from a foreign power, and the people 
were hostile to our institutions. Mr. Brown 
took up the history of every territory, and 
showed that in its formation a republican 
form of government was guaranteed. It is 
1ow proposed to violate this established prin- 
ciple. 
THE EXTENT OF M9RMONISM. 

The recent report of the Utah commission- 
ers shows thatof about one hundred and fifty 
thousand people in the territory, forty thous- 
and do not believe in Mormonism. Oze 
hundred thousand believe in the Mormon 
church, but only twelve thousand men and 
wowen refused to take the test oath renounc- 
ing bigamy. It is proposed to punish one 
hundred and forty thousand citizens for the 
sins of twelve thousand, and that, too, by un- 
constitutional and tyrannical methods. The 
Edmunds billand the Cullom bill alike are 


post facto bills. Recent instances are given, 
showing that men were disfranchised in Utah 
having two vives twenty-five 

ago, even before the first 
declaring poiygamy a crime, 
he test oath is really atrial for crime, and 
contrary to constitutional right, requiring 
indictment by a grand jury anda trial by a 
traverse jury. It requiresa man to testify 
against himself, and if be refuses considers 
him guilty. It organizes a plan of oppression 
and hardship, such as contradicts every prin- 
ciple of our free government, while it fails to 
reach the end aimed at. Though the extent 
to which Mormonism is practiced is less than 
generally supposed, itis a great evil. Every 
legal and’moral means should be eulisted to 
suppress it. Persecution and unconstitutional 
enactments can never extinguishit 

INDORSED BY STEPHENS, 

In this opinion Senator Brown was indorsed 
two years ago by Mr, Stephens, when the Ei- 
munds bill passed. Some one asked him 
what wouid be the effect of it. 

‘It will make more Mormons,’’ was his in- 
stant reply. 

Mr. Cullom’'s argument to-day related more 
to the evils of Mormonism than to the effi- 
cacy and constitutionality of his bill. 

Mr. Brown was very generally congratu- 
lated on his speech, which is considered one 
of the strongest he has made since he entered 
toe senate,

The Fate! Pendieton and Windom Mansionsia Wash

Wasuincton, January 11.—There is no dis- 
ing the fact that the virtual election of 
Payne to the senate from Ohio has given 

general satisfaction here. Mr. Pendleton 
has never been recognized asa strong leader 
inthe senate, and he seemed to be imbued 
all the time with the idea that he was a mem- 
ber of a house of lords. With afull measure 
of political honors in the past, and without 
the elasticity or the commanding powers 
which enable men to mount above 
defeat, he will probably make his bow on 
the 4th of March next and pass off the politi- 
cal stage.

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AN AVALANCHE OF FOOLSCAP. 


Unprecedented Hush of Billa in the House—Mosat of 
them te Attrect the Eyes of Voustituenta.

WASHINGTON, January 11.—QOne of the first 
thoughts of the average new congressman 
after taking the oath is to Jet bis constituents 
know heis here. The easiest way to do so is 
to introduce a bill. This explanation ac- 
counts, in a large degree, for the avalanche 
ef foolscap which has recently fallen on the 
clerk’s desk. The two bill days before the 
recess brought in nearly twWo thousand bills 
on almost every conceivable line of legis- 
<< ge ea a a tay ages | 
to three thousand three hundred before the 
products of holiday reflection had been 
worked off. The forty-seventh congress in 
both sessions produced something over five 
thousand biils and went above all previous 
records. Its fame will pale soon for six 
thousand is a Jow estimate for the number to 
be expected from the present congress. AS 
soon as they are read the bills are hurried off 
to the government printing office, which fact 
,eadily explains why that concern is the 
largest of the kind in the world. Hundreds, 
and often thousands, of copies of each bill 
are printed for the use of mem- 
bers and committees and to fill the 
pigeon bole of the document room where the 
congressional rubbish of ages has gathered in 
a mass that threatens a demand fora separate 
building. 

An old congressional steger said to me yes- 
terday: ‘They may laugh at this bill business 
but it pays—not the government but the con- 
gressmun. When a new member come in he 
looks over bis predecessor’s record and notes 
every bill he introduced and failed to get 
through. Most of them he knows have no 
earihly showing to pass, but 
they serve a an introduction. 


PSome one of them may be odd and thus get 


his name into the papers. Another may 
tickle some prejudiceathome. A longstring 
of them appended to his name in the record 
produce at home the impression that he has 
grasped the situation at once and is alive to 
every interests of his constituents. I tell you 
the piliis often a potent weapon—just the 
bare bill which is read once and drops then 
into the congressional waste basket to slum- 
ber until some new aspirant comes along, 
tishes it out and flaresit in the face of the 
na'ion once more.”’ 

Tnen tue old sinner confessed to me that he 
had offered many a bill with a Jaugh in his 
sleeve at his ow. cunning as he sent it up to 
flicker out in one brief reading of its ttle. 
Of the six bills to enact a bankrupt law, now 
pending in the house, one covered a hundred 
closely written foolscap pages, and another 
about eighty pages. Several other bills were 
nearly # long. Of course, the titles are all 
that are read of any bills; ge oes congress 
would never get throug®. The proposed 
measures come back in a few days hand- 
somely printed, and each member reads 
them or not as he chooses, Not one 
bill in ten passes, but when one gets through 
it is aecorded high honor. It is transcribed 
from the perishable paper on to the finest 0 
parchment, where it must be written with- 
outa blot or erasure; then signed by the 
speaker of the house, the president of the 
senate, and the president of all these Uni 
States. It is then placed in one of the vaults 
in almost every case to rest 
there undisturbed while other gen- 
erations fiet and scheme to devise 
something better. A deal of humbug there 
is in this bill making, but many a man ad 
gone to bis political grave just because he a1 
not know its tricks, or did not care to prac 
tice them, just because he had that rare legis 
lative virtue of doing nothing.

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~ WHICH SHALL HE BE? 


THE SENATORSHIP AND PRESI- 
DENCY BEFORE CARLISLE, 


And His Blue-Grass Friends Sorely Perplexed as to 
Whiéh Position They Had Better Confer 
Upon Him~—Williams Regarded as Hope- 
lessly Beaten—The Speaker Ahead. 


LovisviL_“, Ky., January 11.—The prelim- 
inary defeat of Senator Williamsin the at- 
tempt to organize the joint senatorial caucus | 
at Frankfort has brought Speaker Carlisle 
prominently before the democratic members. | 
Williams is conceded to huid almost, if not 
quite, enough vyotesito nominate, while the 
opposition is composed of four factions that 
are liable to unite on any of each other, Wil- 
liams still claims seventy votes in joint cau- 
cus, but it is thought that all over fifty-three 
are straw men filled with bluster. Blackburn 
is shut out ofany of Williams’sstrength, ashe 
isof mostof the others. @ dispatch from 
Frankfortsays: ‘‘At every turn is metsome 
friend of Carlisle. The number who seem to 
favor Carlisle in preference to any candidate 
yet named is very great, but some of those 
who know him best doubt the propriety of 
urging his name at this time.’’ 

Carlisle to-day is the strongest democrat in 
Kentucky, and is clearly in the ascendency. 
As speaker of the national Mouse, he hasa 


reasonable hope of re-election to that position. 
For him to consent torun for United States 
senator at this late day, some of his friends 
claim, might be understood to mean that he 
doubts the ability of the democracy to elect 
a majority in the next congress, and this would 
have a discouraging effect upon the party at 
large. Again, his election as senator at the 
present juncture might create animosities in 
the partyin Kentucky among men of sucha 
positive character as Judge Hurgis, Keene, 
Prichard, Wick, Kendall and William M, Beck- 
ner, even if it did not antagonise the element 
now led by Biackburn. After Carlisle as 
speaker for two terms comes Carlisle as a for- 
midable presidential quantity. In this case 
it is important that the party in his ownstate 
be held solidly to bis support. 

Carlisle’s warmest friends here and at his 
own home do notall fecl that democratic suc- 
cess in the presidential election this year is 
certain. ‘‘lt might be better,’’ said one, ‘‘for 
the party to fail this year, in which event, if 
Carlisle continues to give satisfaction as 
speaker in congress, the democracy of the 
whole country will turo to bim as its leader 
ini8Ss88. All these things must be considered 

y his friends to-day. Besides it-might prove 

licidal to Carlisle to have him voted for now 
unless there isa certainty of his election.”’

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ONE HOUSE IN SESSION.

The Mermen Quesilon Krought up and Oppoecd by 
Senator Kbruwn. 

WASHINGTON, January 11.—In the senate this 
morning, Mr. Van Wyck, from thecommittee 
on the improvement of the Mississippi river,

A resolution offered by 
Mr. Call was agreed to, instructing the secre- 
tary of the interior to furnish to the senate 
copies of all letters, - statements and other 
pupers in possesxion of the department relat- 
ing tothegrant of land made by the United 
Sta es to the Florida railroad company, or re- 
lating to the reservation of any of said lands 
for the benefit of the assignees of said rozd. 

OUR INTERDICTED MEaTs. 

Mr. Anthonpy’s resoiution of January 9 was 
then taken up, instructing the committee on 
foreign relations to inquire into the expedi- 
ency of such legislation as should enable tbe 
executive to protect American interests 
against those governments which have pro- 
hibited or restrained the importation of 
healthful meats from the United States. Mr.

Mr. Brown followed Mr. Cullom in opposi- 
tion to the bill, He did not propose, he said, 
to discuss the social question nor the church 
polity involved in the Mormon problem.

€ constitution. Among those clauses are 
the following: “That no person shall be 
deprived of life, liberty or property without 
ae process of law. That no person shall be 
held to answer for capital or other infamous 
crime, unless Ou presentment or indictment 
Ofagrand jury. That in all criminai trials 
the accused shallenjoy the rigit to public 
trial by an _ impartial jury of the 
State, or district wherein he resides. 
That he shall be confronted with 
witnesses against him. That he shall be en- 
titled to be heard by counsel. That he shall 
not be compelled to be a witness against him- 
self. That no bill of attainder and no ex post 
facto law shall be passed”? Mr. Brown pro- 
ceeded in detail with the arguments he had 
outiiued. Hereviewed the decisions of the 
courts of the different states affecting test 
Oaths and argued that from these decisions 
1t 18 clear that the test oath applied 
by the Utah commissioners under the Ed- 
munds act was notin any sense a due pro- 
cess of law. The act prescribes an oath io be 
taken by men, andif they do not take it that 
fact alone is taken as conclusive evidence 
against them. The supreme court of the 
United States had itself declared test oaths a 
nullity. He defined bilis of attainder and ex 
post facto Jaws, and. argued that the 
exclusion from office of men 
who had been polygamists, but 
were so no longer, was a substantial attainder, 
and the varivus laws relating to polygamy, 
which provided remedies or punishments not 
contemplated by law at the time polygamy 
was committed, as expost facto laws, and so 
unconstitutional. Referring to the question 
of the right of congress to destroy tne terri- 
torial government, Mr. Brown said if con- 
gress could doit in one territory, it could in 
all territories, and if the new condition thus 
created could last one year it could 
last one hundred years, and there was, there- 
fore, nothing to prevent congress from mak- 
ing of the territories mere satrapies or proy- 
inces to be plundered at wiil by the men 
in power. Hecould never subscribe to the 
doctrine that the citizens of the several 
States who go to Utah, and abandon their 
citizenship in other states, should lose their 
rights as citizens under an arbitrary and ty- 
rannical system, such as that rec- 
ommended by the bill, or _ that of 
the Utah | commission. Those people 
in Utah are as much citizens of the United 
States ascitizens of any other partof the 
country, and are entitled to the equal protec- 
tion .uofthe laws. It would hardly do to 
punish the 112,000 persons of Utah who were 
not polygamists, though Mormons, in order 
to reach 12,000 who may be such, and if con- 
gress proposed to stamp out one religious sect 
might it not, when that is done, begin on an- 
other sect, and SO crush all 
spirit of religious liberty. The 
Christian church was the true medium to 
deal with the Mormon question. Maullions of 
dollars are sent yearly to convert the polyga- 
mist of India and China to Christianity. 
Some ofthis money, spentat home among 
people who speak our language, might result 
in producing a great change in the position 
ofthe Mormon problem. The real trouble 
with that problem is that the Mor- 
mons are not as good _ republicans 
as the leaders of tle republican party would 
wish them tobe. { Without excusing polyga- 
my, Mr. Brown, in conclusion, animadverted 
severely upon the the laxity of morals pre- 
vailing in portions of the country outside of

The removal to Khartoum of the 
ammunition stored at Kossuio would require 
4,000 camels, or 600 if material on Abyssinian 
frontier should also be removed, 
The march from Berber {to Wadi 
Halfa, through the desert, would 
be impossible.

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THE PENSION APPROPRIATIONS. 


The First Bill Likel, te be Vresented for the Action 
ofthe House. 
Wasuineton, January 11.—The pension 
appropriation bill will, in all probability, be 
the first of the regular appropriation bilis re- 
ported to the house. Tae sub committee of 
the appropriation committee, consisting of 
Messrs, Holman-of Indiana, and Follett of 
Obio, met to-day and prepared a bill which 
they will reportto the full commiittee on 
Monday, which they think will reach the 
house the same day.. The  biil 
agreed upon provides for the reappropriation 
of the unexpended balance of the appropria- 
tion forthe fiscal year ended June 30th, 
1883, amounting in round numbers to $3y,000,- 
000; of the balance of the appropriation for 
the present fiscal year, which will remain 
unexpended at the closeof the yearestimated 
at $26,000,000 and a fresh eppropriation of fit 
teen million dollars, making in all, eighty 
million dollars in round numbers. The bill 
also provides for the appropriation of three 
hundred thousand dollars for the expenses of 
the special agents of the pension bureau and 
for other appropriations for fees of the board 
of examining surgeons, expenses of pension 
agencies, and salaries of agents, for which es- 
timates have not yet been perfected, the 
whole falling within one million dollars. Mr.

The sub-committee will 
propose an amendment of the law in respect 
to fees to pension agents, so as to prowide that 
such fees shall only be paid when thé pension 
is allowed, the commissioner of pen- 
sieps to make payment deducting 
it from the amount of the pen- 
sion award. They will also propose a re- 
duction of the present number of pension 
agencies from eighteen to twelve, and make 
such provisions for forwarding of vouchers to 
the pension bureau, and of drafts to the pen- 
sloners, as will be necessary, consequent upon 
such reduction of agencies.

THE WHISKY RiNG. 

The Cincinnati Eoquirer predicts that the 
whisky bill will occupy a great deal of the 
attention of congress this winter. This is no 
doubt true, and it will probably oecnnr «| 
groat deol of awention from the newspapers. 
The esteemed Courier-Journal, for instance, 
finds itself in the midst of a tremendousargu- 
ment in favor of lecding to the whisky men 
the money which they now owe, or wiil owe, 
in the shape of taxes. It remarks rather 
ferociously that Congressman Anderson, of 
Kansas, is an idiot and an imbecile, because 
he made an error in computing figures. Con- 
gressman Anderson is oppesed tu the exten- 
sion of the bonded period, and any error he 
or others may make so far as figures are con- 
cerned can have no material bearing upon the 
principle involved. It makes no difference 
whether the loan which the whisky men ask 
for is sixty-five cents or sixty-five millions of 
do liars. 

It is true they have banded themselves 
together in rings and associations, but this 
fact entitles them to no more consideration 
than that which the government gives the 
humblest tax payer.

THE SINK'!NG FUND. 
The response of the secretary of the treasury 
to the inquiries of the senate relative to the 
debt and sinking fund, is a very interesting 
The debt, in June, 1865, stood in

cent of the debt each year, and on this basis 
the requirements of the sinking fund up to 
date bave been 750 millions. But the debt 
has been reduced 1,205 millions, ‘In other 
words, the people have been taxed 
to the extent of 455 millions beyond the re- 
quirements of the sinking fund acts. We 
have anticipated those acts nearly ten years, 
and there is no moral obligation resting upon 
another dollar of the debt in

Is there any business sense in 
such a policy? We could reduce 
the taxes one hundred million dollars, and 
still meet the debt about as soon as it can be 
called in free of premiums. Such a reduc- 
tion would give the people the relief that they 
sorely need, and it would go far towards 
bringing back the prosperity that the country 
has been a stranger to ever since the assassi- 
nati@n-of Garfield.

PERSISTENT SWEARING BY WO.- 
MEN IN MISTAKEN IDENTITY. 


Wife, Bridesmaid, Bridal Party and Children Mis- 
take a Stranger for the Groom—Positive Evi-~ 
dence of the Error Produced—Some In- 
teresting Scenes in the Court-Room.

Had Justice Gorman advertised a special mati- 
nee at Essex market court yesterday, he could not 
have had a larger audience than that which 
thronged his courtroom to witness the proceedings 
in the ecaceof Mrs. Catharine Safstrom against 
Christian Petersen, whom she alleged to be her lost 
husband Frederick.

This wasa point in his favor, as on the previous 
day it was said: “If he is not Safstrem he will ap- 
pear; if he isthe woman's huspand, then he wil} 
skip.’’ Mrs. Safstrom was also on hand with a large 
followivg of witnesses. 

When Justice Gorman announced that al! was 
ready, the pretty form of Mrs. Safstrom was seen 
sailiuguptothe bench. She carried a scroll in her 
band. Without ceremony she deposited the paper 
on the desk befere the magistrate. Unrolling the 
paper, his honor remarked: 

‘'Phis is your marriage cert'ficate?”’ 

“Yes, judge; and Rey. Mr. Murphy bade me tel] 
you that it would be useless for him to come here 
to identify the man he married to me, as he marries 
so MaLy persons in a year.’’ 

The pap: r produced showed that on October 5, 
1880, Catharine Cork was married to Frederick 
Safstrom. This was read to Uhristian Petersen, 
who had just approached the desk with a number 
of well-dressed gentlemen. Petersen listened, 
The justice asked nim: 

‘What have you tosay; this woman alleges you 
were married to her in October, 1880?’’

The Case of Suppoeed suspended Animation— The 
Child Feued te be Aciually Vead. 

The case of supposed suspended animation 
which was printed in yesterday’s CONSTITU- 
TION createda genuine sensation wherever 
the story was read or told. 

The child’s mother resides at 52 Johnson 
street. Shestill clings to her maiden Game, 
and is known by her acquaintances as Miss 
Carrie Williams.

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CONVICTS IN COURT. 


CERTAIN LESSEES AND THE MARI- 
ETTA AND NORTH GEORGIA. 


The Supreme Court Stops the Delivery of Convicts 
te the Road for the Present, and Declares the 
Right of the Penitentiary Lessees to Sue 
for Damages—An Importaut Decision. 


In the supreme court yesterday a decision 
was rendered in the case of penitentiary com- 
panies Nos. 2 and 3, vs. John W. Nelms, 
principal keeper of the penitentiary, et al. 
This was an injunction from Fulton, and as 
Chief Justice Jackson was disqualified on 
account of relationship to the plaintiffs in er- 
ror, Judge Stewart, of the Flint circuit, was 


appointed to preside in his place. 
With the leading features of 
this long fight between the 


penitentiary companies and the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad, the readersof Tre 
ConsTITUTION are familiar. The contest be- 
gan nearly ten years ago, and in ope shape 
and anotherthe matter has beeyg before the 
supreme court five times. During this period 
of years the penitentiary compauies referred 
to have paid the state the $25,000 a year fixed 
in the contract for leasing the convicts, but 
they have never ceased to complain that they 
wete being wrongfully deprived of their full 


share of convicts by the Mari- 
etta and North Georgia railroad, 
which olaimed the right by contract 


with the state to have an aver#ge of 250 con- 
victs a year for the term of three years. The 
road all the time claimed tbatit never had its 
full quota, but the penitentiary companies. 
on the otber hand, claimed that if the road 
did not average 250 jaborers a year it received 
more than an equivalent amounting, say, to 
1,835 convicts in one year instead of the 
750 to which they would have been entitled 
under their alleged contract, The 
plaintiffs, in error in this case, have 
always claimed that they complied strictly 
with the terms of the lease, while 
it was charged that the Marietta and 
North Georgia road did not comply with the 
conditions of its contract, but instead of em- 
ploying allofthe convicts in railroad labor 
hired them out to various parties to do num- 
erous kiods of work. 

The last levisiature investigated the matter, 
and the result was the passage of a resolution 
exonerating the railroad company from all 
the charges made against it in connection 
with the convict business, and requiring che 
priacipal keeperof the penitentiary to deliver 
25) able bodied male convicts to the company 
to be used fer three years, or unti! the road 
and all its branches had been compieted. 

The decision of the supreme court yesterday 
relegates all questions of fact to a jury in 
tbe tria! of the case in the court below; re- 
struins Principal Keeper Nelms from deliv- 
ing, and the railroad company from receiv- 
ing, more convicts uatil the right to receive 
more shall have been establisned by law; 
allows the penitentiay companies to sue the 
railroad company for damag+s sustained on 
account of the service of convicts received 
by said railroad company; and the decision 
further states in positive language that the 
legislature has no power to deprive the peni- 
tentiary lessees of their vested right to the 
labor of convicts leased under their contract 
with the state. [he decision excites much 
comment and is the topic of the hour. The 
head notes furnished by the supreme -court 
reporter are to be found below:

Stewart, J.—The act of 1876, authorizing 
the governorto lease the coavicis of this 
state to the penitentiary companies, is con- 
s.itutional and valid. 

2 The contracts of lease made by the goy 
eruor with the penitentiary companies are 
valid and binding both upon the state and 
the companies. 

3. The joint resolution ot the general as: 
sembly of this state, of 1853, authorizing the 
principal keeper of the penitentiary to turn 
overtwo hundred and fifty convicts tothe 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad com 
pany, is unconstitutional and _ void, 
first, besause it impairs the obligations of 
the contracts made by the state with the pen- 
itentiary companirs; and, second, because 
the state can not part with the police power 
of the state over the convicts. 

4 Under the act of 1876, the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad compavy was entitled 
to have the service of two hunaured and fifty 
convicts for three years; and after said rail- 
road company his had theservice of two hun- 
dred and fifty convicis fur three years, the 
penitentia‘ty companies are entitled to the 
same, and the railroad company is entitled to 
no more; unless the railroad company can 
bring itself within the proviso of the act of 
i876, by showing that,as an incorporated rail- 
road company at the time when the act of 
1876 was passed, it was working convicts on 
irs road, and was entitled to a re-lease of con- 
victs. 

W hether the railroad compang, as such, by 
authority of the state, Was working convicis 
when the act of 1876 was passed, aud whether 
it applied for and mace a contract of re-lease 
of convicts from the state, before the state 
leased the convicts to the penitentiary com- 
panies 1, 2and 3 for twenty years, are ques-, 
‘ions of fact to be determined by the jary in 
the trial of this case. » 

(a.) That a court of equity has the power to 
enjoin the railroad company from receiving 
and the principal keeper from delivering con 
victs, and upon final decree, to require the 
railroad company to deliver up the convicts 
in its possession, should the ra'lroad company 
fail to establish its right to receive any wore, 
and should it be determined that the railroad 
company has had the service of two hundred 
and fifty for three years. 

(b.) That the ipjuncuon heretofore granted 
in this case, be so modified as to enjuin the 
principai keeper (Nelms) from delivering and 
the railroad company from receiving anys 
more convicts, until its right to receive more 
sball have been established by law. 

(e.) That complainants enter into bond with 
security, conditioned to pay the railroad 
company any damages which it may sustain on 
account of the service of convicts which may 
hereafter be turned over to complainants, in 
the event, that the railroad company shall 
establish the fact that it was entitled to the 
service of such convicts. 

(d.) That complainants may amend their 
bij] on the trial of this case, and have any 
elaim for damages determined which they 
have heretofore, or may hereafter sustain, on 
account of the loss of service of convic's 
received by the railroad company to which it 
was not entiled. 

5. Under the contracts between the state 
and the penitentiary lessees, the lessees have 
a vested right to the labor of the convicts so 
leased; and the legislature has no power, 
under the constitution and laws of this state, 
to deprive the lessees of this right to the labor 
of the convicts thus leased. 

6 The police powers of the state over 
the convic's leased to the penitentiary com- 
panies are reserved and secured, by the terms 
of the contracts of lease to the state, so that 
the state has entire control over the moral 
and physical condition of the convicts, and 
can make all needful and necessary regula- 
tions as re the safe keeping, feeding, 
clothing and medical treatment of the con- 
"a Onder the act of 1876 
convicts are called corporations, in the man- 
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criminal law by having the convicts confined, 
guarded and worked at hard labor in terms 
of the sentences of the courts; and the state 
having in this manner, for its own benefit, 
contracted with such persons, could not take 
advantage of the factthat they are called 
corporations, and the railroad company claim- 
ing rights subordinate to the rights of the 
stote Can take no advantage of the same.
